Claims 5-6 and 1 1 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 3, among the closest prior art, Taki et al. (EP 0395585) teach a preformer die 7 
including an outer periphery 7a contoured to the size and shape conforming to at least the inner 
periphery 4a of the molding die 4 (col. 3, lines 10-18 and fig. 2). Taki et al. fail to teach a 
forming block having a preform cavity corresponding to the mold cavity of the injection molding 
tool. Taking the claim as a whole, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to replace the preformer die in the invention of Taki et al. with a forming block having a 
preform cavity corresponding to the mold cavity of the injection molding tool since it would 
destroy the reference (for example, a transfer tool would be required to physically take up the 
label and transfer it to the injection mold, instead of turning the preformer die upside down and 
allow the label to fall into the injection mold as described in the other embodiment). 
Claims 4, 7-10 and 12-15 are allowed for depending from claim 3. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
